Austin, Tex., Dec. 20—-Passage 
at the present short session of 
congress of the bill making ap­ 
propriation of $100,000,000 for 
road construction in the various 
states is expected by Chairman R. 
I M. Hubbard of the Texas High- 
| way commission and Texas 8tate 
Highway Engineer R. J. Wind* 
row, who 
have 
just 
returned 
from Washington, where they at­ 
tended a meeting of the Nation­ 
al Highway commission held 
in 
the interest of the pending bill. 
Every state in the union exeept 
Washington was represented 
at 
the meeting. 
It is the opinion of Chairman 
Hubbard and Engineer Windrow 
that the bill will be passed with­ 
out amendment and that the ap­ 
propriation will become available 
June 30 next. 
It will cover a 
period dt four years and Texas’ 
pro rata will 
be 
$6,000,000 
a 
year, making a total of $24,000,- 
000 for this state. 
Indications are that 
registra­ 
tions of motor vehicles in Texas 
for the year 1920 will reach close 
to 450,000 compared 
with 331,- 
310 last year. Up to date there 
have been registered 426,008 mo­ 
tor vehicles, with reports from a 
number of county tax collectors 
yet to be received. 
Dealers to 
the number of 3,615 have been li­ 
censed, 4,277 motorcycles regis­ 
tered, 23,350 chauffeurs licensed 
and 118,748 transfer recorded.

liquor laws in Texaa, a bill wiB be 
introduced in the coming legisla­ 
ture amending the present 
law 
providing for the 
removal 
of 
county and certain district offic­ 
ers. 
The bill will be sponsored 
by Senator W. H. Bledsoe of Lub­ 
bock and Representative Davis of 
Dallas. 
The proposed 
amendments to 
the present law provide that 
to 
“ remove local influence** charg­ 
es may be filed against officers 
for failing to do their 
duty 
in 
“ any adjoining county or in Tirn- 
vis county and that the charge 
may be made by any one citizen 
who has resided in the county for 
six months.*’ 
Upon the charge 
being 
filed, 
the district judge will be com­ 
pelled to call the jury for indict­ 
ments and hear the case.
